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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kaganer (US Pat. 
6,570,499 B2) in view of Zdunich (US Pat. 5,546,071). 

Claim 1 has been rejected based on the Examiner's interpretation of the claimed 
invention with reference to details in the Applicant's Specification. 

In reference to claim 1, Kaganer discloses a) the claimed security system hooked up to a 
TV and VCR, which is met by a surveillance system comprising a triggering device 10, 
connected to the controller 20, which conveys signals of activation or deactivation to the video

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recorder 40; the surveillance system including a VCR of the house as well as a TV monitor 60 
(coL 2, lines 38-56), b) the claimed motion detectors, which is met by the motion detectors used 
as the triggering device signaling an appearance of an intruder object in the protected area (col. 
2, lines 45-59), and c) the claimed recording system tuming on once motion is detected and 
tuming off once the motion is no longer detected, which is met by the triggering device sending a 
signal to the input of the controller upon detection of an intruder; the controller operates the 
"start" button of the remote control 30, in tum sending a signal to the household video recorder 
40 to start the recording. Once the intruder is no longer detected, the triggering device 10 stops 
sending its signal and presses the "stop" button of the remote control 30 (col. 3, lines 48-67; col. 
4, lines 1-7). Kaganer does not disclose the claimed motion detector lights that come on and stay 
on to let someone know that someone has intruded their home. Zdunich discloses a concealed 
security system 10 comprising a security sensor 26, which may be a motion detector or any other 
device to detect entry, in a video cassette recorder or television (col. 3, lines 24-48; col. 4, lines 
15-32). In another embodiment, the security sensors 140 and 150 may be placed along with a 
telephone 124. Upon the security sensors 140 and 150 have been activated, a flashing light will 
be Ut to inform the user that the system detected an intruder (col. 5, lines 1-12; col. 7, lines 12- 
33). Since both Kaganer and Zdunich disclose alarm systems capable of detecting an intruder, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
incorporate the indicators, such as the flashing lights disclosed by Zdunich, with the system of 
Kaganer, to provide the home owner a means of notification that an intrusion has been detected 
by the security system.
